Two Battleships Voted 


A big program for naval increases in | 


1911 was determined upon by an almost | 
unanimous vote by the House eewenscnal 


on Naval affairs today. 

By a vote of 14 to 2 the committee | 
decided upon two battleships of not more 
than 27,000 tons, to cost $6,000,000 each, 
exclusive of armor and armament. Two 
colliers, eight torpedo boat destroyers and 
four submarines were also authorized. 

By a unanimous vote the committee 
inserted a provision for $25,000 for avia- 
‘tion experiments, and $75,000 was voted 
for the construction of a crypt at Anna- 
polis for John Paul Jones.

| ee No official announce- 
ment has yet been given out here re- 
garding the reported reciprocity agree- 
ment between the United States and 
Canada, It is understood, however, that 
the negotiators here sent to Ottawa thie 
draft of a reciprocity treaty, eee td 
agreed upon. 

There was little doubt- but Canada 

would give the treaty her approval it 
was said at the time. According to the 
state department no official approval 
has yet been received from Ottawa, 
though such is expected. 
‘ The representatives of both countries 
did not meet in joint session yesterday, 
but they will confer today in what is 
expected to be a final session. 

Charles M. Pepper, counselor of the 
state department, one of the represen- 
tatives of the United States, said that 
rapid progress had been made. 

“There’s a mass of detail to be gone 
over,” he continued, “and the Canadians 
and their assistants met by themselves 
yesterday to get it in shape for the con- 
ference today. We hope to be through 
by Saturday, but, of course, we can’t 
tell, as the whole subject is one of much 
detail.” 

Mr. Pepper escorted the Canadian rep- 
resentatives and their assistants to the 
White House today and presented to 
President Taft, John McDougall, com- 
missioner of customs of Canada. 

In the party were: W. 8S. Fielding, 
minister of finance; William Paterson, 
minister of customs, and the members 
of the Canadian board of experts, J. M. 
Russell, Maj. H. V. Rourke and Com- 
missioner McDougall.

As was the case with. Dr. Woodward 
of the Carnegie Institution, on Wednes- 
day, Dr. Magruder was not delighted with 
the Mann bill. It did not go far enough 
to suit him or the American Medical As- 
sociation. It was hardly a step in that 
direction, which he much regretted, and 
therefore he was not very particular 
whether it passed or not. 

It is clear from the Magruder testj- 
mony that the regular school of physi- 
cians have been at. the bottom of this 
proposed legislation from the beginning. 
Dr. Magruder himsetf has been active 
in support of the plan to expand the 
medical activities of the federal govern: 
ment for many years. He knows all 
about the beginnings of this movement, 
away back in 1893, while Mr. Cleveland 
| was President. He knows all about the 
| revival of the efforts after the Spanish- 
American war. He was himself one of 
the chief advisers of Colonel Roosevelt 
when as President he was disposed to 
interest himself in the question to some 
extent. And he knows all about what 
has been done in the present session of 
Congress, and in the last session.

“The fundamental basis of our ad- 
vantage is the very great difference in 
the actual cost of water and rail trans- 
portation. It is variously estimated by 
different authorities that it costs from 
five to eight timestas much to carry a 
ton of freight a mife on a railroad aa it | 
does to carry it by*water. 

“If 1 remember correctly, James 
J. Hill of the Great Northern r6ad has 
estimated this difference at seven times. 
That is to say, Galveston, which is about 
221) miles from Boston by water, on 
the basis of actual cost of transportation 
n competition with railroads, within 400 
niles of Boston, and a case of shoes can 
ye carried from New England to Texas 
it materially less cost than from St.

ANN ARBOR, Mich.—The Athletic 
Association of the University of Michi- 
“gan has announced the track schedule 
for this year and it is a very attractive 
one. Two dual track meets will be held 
in Ann Arbor, Cornell coming here for 
an indoor meet and Syracuse for a battle 
on Ferry field later in the spring. The 
team will also be taken east for three 


trips, one to meet the Syracuse, another 
for the Pennsylvania relay games and 
the last to the Eastern Intercollegiate.

From present 
indications Kraenzlein will have material 
for a team of more than ordinary 
strength. 

Ralph C. Craig and Capt. 
Horner are sure to stand out above the 
rest of the candidates. Last season these 
men proved themsélves two of the best 
point winners in tlie country, With the 
added year of experience and training 
they are bound to be better and the 
records that they threatened last season 
should go this year. Of course in the 
dual meets with Syracuse and Cornell 
their efforts will not count so much pro- 
portionately but in the intercollegiate 
they can be depended on to furnish about 
one-h-If of the points needed to bring 
the coveted championship to Ann Arbor. 
Last year the meet was won with 27% 
points and Horner and Craig took 13 for 
Michigan. 

Last year Craig won the 220-vard dash 
in 21 1-5s., tieing the record, and finished 
second in the 100, which Coach Kranze- 
lein expects him to win next May. Cap- 
tain Horner is expected to win the shot 
put easily. Only once was he beaten last 
year, and then his work was not up to} 
his standard. In the intercollegiate he 
came within ¥ inch of the intercollegiate 
record and took first place handily. 

In the 440 Ross and Gamble are men 
who have been through the competition 
and have proved themselves speedy and 
dependable. Ross intended for a time. 
to leave college at the end of this sem- 
ester, but has now definitely decided to 
stay through the year. Though neither 
of \these men won points in the inter- 
collegiate last June they are showing 
improvement, and Ross especially should 
place. The only other tried men who 
are eligible this year are Hall and Beck, 
both half-milers. Beck had his first 
year of competition last season, but is 
a powerful runner with a good sprint 
at the finish. and should be a point 
getter. Hall won his “M” in the inter- 
collegiate last June by finishing third, 
and he looks better than ever this year. 
He can be counted upon to finish nearer 
the front at the games this spring. 

That is the roll of the men who last 
year bore the maize and blue and are 
eligible this season, but there are three 
new men who look good. Haimbaugh 
"13 made the cross-country team and was 
the first Michigan man to finish at 
Princeton last fall. -He is a strong run- 
mer and should gather in some points in 
the two-mile. Hanavan, a former De- 
troit preparatory star, has not been eli- 
gible to compete since he came to Ann 
Arbor, but he has kept in condition and 
this spring will have a chance to show 
what he can do. Smith ‘12 is another 
who has not been able to fulfil his pre- 
paratory school promise, but he intends 
to compete this year and is said to be a 
quarter miler of ability. 

From this summary it will be plain 
that Michigan is weak in the field events. 
This will be far more of a handicap in 
the dual meets than it will in the inter- 
collegiate, Sut it may be that Dr. Kraenz- 
Jein will signalize his first year at Ann 
Arbor by developing a broad jumper of 
class. This does not seem’ improbable 
when his own work in that event is re- 
membered. Kraenzlein himself refuses to 
be a prophet aside from the statement 
that he is working for the future and 
Ghat it takes time to develop new ma- 
terial. The indoor meets will probably 
bring to light some men of ability.

BONED TURKEY. 

A TURKEY weighing eight or nine 

pounds, three pounds of pork sau- 
sage, three hard-cooked eggs, one pound 
of ham, salt, pepper and nutmeg, and 
some sauce, Cut the skin, from the 
neck to the tail, down the backbone. 
Work the skin and flesh gradually away 
from the bones until. the thigh bones 
and wings are reached.

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Purposes of the Mann Medical Bill Made 


Clear in Addresses at Hearings — 


In Washington i. 


WOULD VIOLATE CONSTITUTION 


WASHINGTON—At the hearing on 
the Mann medical bill on Wednesday 
and Thursday before the House com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce H. L. Gordon of Cincinnati, repre- 
senting the League for Medical Freedom, 
Col. Frederick A. Bangs of Chicago and 
others in opposition to the measure 
spoke. Mr. Gordon said: 


Before addressing myself to the bill whieb 
js under consideration, i bave been re- 
quested by the National League for Medical 
Freedom, to correct so far as it can be 
corrected, an injustice done the honorabic 
chairman of this committee and the other 
members thereof. ' ” 

At an interview held on Jan. 7 with yuur 
honorable chairman by two representatives 
of the league, the impression was gaiued 
on the one side that no immediate action 
would be taken onthe bill, and, on the 
other side, that the league did not intend 
to oppose the measure. A telegraphic des- 
patch then appeared in the public prints 
saving that the bill had been recom mended 
for passage, whereupon the officers of the 


jeague communicated with its state com- | 


mittees asking thut protests be sent to the 


members of t 
mending the 
hearing. 

This communication gave the impression 
that a hearing had been asked for aud 
denied by the honorable chairman af this 
committee and that the bill would be rail- 
roaded upon its passage. 

If the representatives of the league had 
not misunderstood the situation, they would 
undoubtedly bave asked for a hearing, and 
the members of the league are equally sure 
their request would have been honored for 
the reason that your honorable chairman 
and the members of the committee have 
been courteous and fair to them in the 
ast. 
The hearing has now been granted and 
they merely wish to make amends for any 
injustice done the committtee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, and to Mr, Mann, 
personally, and have taken steps to extend 
this explanation to their members. 

In the consideration of this bill, which, 
as you gentlemen know from past experi- 
ence is opposed by a very large clement

tion, are found to be objectionable, not only 
to the people who have banded themselves 


together under the style of the National 
League for Medical Freedom, but to many. 
many others who are bitterly opposed to 


the enactment of legislation conferring 
upon the national body the powers sought 
to be conferred by this bill. I refer in the 
first place to that provision of the bill 
which reads as follows: 

“The public health service nay study and 
investigute the disease of man.” 


Unusual Power Given 


It will be observed by that language that 
a very general and unusual power is con- 


ferred upon the public health service, with- | 


out any restrictions or limitations whatso- 
ever. Indeed. we think it can be properly 
stated that if upon the public health ser- 
vice is conferred the power which jroes 


‘with that language, then in the exercise of 


that power there are absolutely no Iimita- 
tions to the extent to which the represen- 
tutives of this public health service can go. 

It can Dot properly be claimed that this 
power is conferred upon them in order that 


a1hey may study and investigate those <dis- | 


eases which are popularly understood to be 
contagious diseases, for the fact is, that the 
reports of those men who are connected 
with 
ment are full already of investigations that 
have been and are oy | made with refer- 
ence to all contagious di 
known to exist in this country. 

It is not previded that the representatives 


of the public health service may only in- | 


vestigate coutagious and infectious diseases, 
because it is well known to this committee 
and to the members of Congress of the 
United States. that already that power is 
being exercised by the various health activ- 
ities of this government, It is not provided 
that there shall be any public demand or 
necessity for such investigation. It is not 
peexiees that in cases where the public 
i@alth may be threatened by some outbreak 
of some uncontrollable disease which 
threateuws the serious obstruction of inter- 
state commerce, that the federal authorities 
may step in, and in the exercise of their 
powers assist the local health authorities in 
stamping out such disease. 

ut it is provided, that whenever in the 


judgment of the men in charge of the activ- | 


ities of this particnlar department it is 
desirable to investigate any disease, that 
that power is given to them, carried to its 
full extremity. 

It is difficult for a layman like myself 
to understand how any member of Congress 
or any committee thereof, or the Congress 
iteclf, should feel that they were called 
upou to place such power in the hands of 
any map or set of men. J do not state 
the case too strongly, in my judgment. 
when I say that giving to the public heaith 
service the authority that this language 
conveys, opens the doors of every home is 
this country to the representatives of this 
particular branch of the federal govern- 
ment and authorizes them to Investigate 
auy personal sickness or any disease that 
may exist in such home. 

Therefore, I say, if the public generally 
understood the provisions of this bill and 
the authority which it conveys and bestows 


upon the representatives of the public 
health service, there woyld be such a 
stream of protests against its provisions 


and against its passage, that it would be 
imposible for you gentlemen, in the exercise 
of your duties as representatives of the 
people to either recommend or vote for the 
passage of such a measure.

That there are two sides to the securi-

The surprising thing is that Americans,-nearer by a long way 
to South America than are the Europeans, have done no more 
to get and keep markets there. Possibly the reason is their failure 
to go about the projects methodically, as do the German traders. 
The American manufacturer has been too busy supplying the wants 
of his own people to ascertain the needs in other countries. While 
the European discovers and supplies ti.ose wants by close-range 
study, the American has been rather content to experiment with 
trade opportunities in South America. Still, trade between peoples 
is much the same as trade between individuals. A man would 
not travel thousands of miles to ask another man to buy something 
he might not find useful. A country’s needs should be discovered 
and articles manufactured to meet them. 

New England is, without doubt, America’s greatest industrial 
locality. Its factories turn out some variety of about every article 
of wearing apparel used in America. Apparently there is sufficient 
reason for Boston to take the initiative in bringing these manu fac- 
tories into closer touch with South Americans. First of all, Boston 
financiers might consider favorably the establishment of a central 

Rio de Janeiro or Buenos Aires—a central ‘location. If

EDITORIAL

It 1s a fact that as population in all the world 
increases, the component parts of it, that 1s, 
nations, bear more and more toward each 
other the.relations of individuals, though it 
might be supposed that the increase in num- 
bers might diminish the tendency to do so. 
This tendency, however, has not . been 
checked, though-we do not think that it 
depends upon the growth of people’s num- 
bers, but on the steady growth of a moral 
idea that what is right-as between two persons is right between two 
groups of a million each or as many more as may be. This is no fancy, 
but its concrete manifestation is seen at The Hague, in the utterances 
of publicists, statesmen and administrators, and most of all perhaps 
in the curiously medieval or cynical tone of the criticisms that the 
champions of this idea call forth.’ It can be called, or, for all we 
know, has been called, the international moral duty of the world, and 
we shall ask the reader to keep the term before him in reading these 
lines. 

This duty on the part of a nation is not exhausted in waxing fat; 
it is too much-.in accordance with the fine old truculent scheme ot 
robust selfishness and it is lacking in the important quality of imagina- 
tion. So much is this become appreciated by sober men in all coun- 
tries that it can now be afhrmed that a nation must shape its course 
with reference to what example it can afford to others. Such duty 
is that of the people of the United States of America, such is the 
duty that ‘must be done, and such duty they can do. Three reasons 
may be given for this statement, namely, that the United States shows 
the most successful attempt at a government democratic in form, that 
it would seem definitively to have forsworn all schemes of mili- 
tarisin, and that it possesses resources that move the world’s wonder 
and that exhibit themselves in an enormous circulation of money and 
a high degree of comfort. But none of these things is final. <A bad 
popular government can be much worse than a good monarchical 
government, a civilian can disregard individual and public popular 
rights quite as much as the soldier and easily more, and, as we have 
pointed out in these columns, wealth of itself is nothing by itself, 
but must depend on use for approval. In what, then, can the 
United States perform a duty to the world? The answer comes 
upon one that it must be in that denial of egotism which means the 
willingness not to let personal interest stand in the way of the interest 
of the nation. Mazzini, writing in 1847, spoke of “the fatal crime 
of egotism”; he used the word in a political sense and he describex! 
it correctly, ardent advocate as he was of liberty and the popular 
control of government. It is the same thing that Huxley once 
characterized as “the anarchy of reckless self-seeking.” 

The old world for centuries has been drenched in this egotism, 
peoples have suffered for it, the face of nature has. been changed 
because of it, and sav what they may the dwellers in the older coun- 
tries look to the United States to refute and confound the dreary 
logic of pessimism that leads nowhere and finds nothing, for they 
have had enough of this Dead ‘sea fruit. Therefore, it is that ween 
Americans may seem to be lacking in the ability to deny this egotism 
and seem in matters of state or finance or public conduct to lose the 
wise foresight of self-denial, there may well be felt a disappointment 
in the countries across the sea because their younger sister has not 
given them cause to hope. But America is hope corporate, the land 
of springing cheerfulness, and its cheer must be shared morally by 
all the world. It imposes on the man in the new world a noble duty 
and a heavy one; were it less high it would be lighter, but it is a duty 
that he will do fearlessly and with a cheerful insistence. Yet he must 
do it himself, the government cannot do it for him; if any suppose 
that democracy can do away with egotism, he will have made a 
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and less. 

This is all as it should be. The experience that makes for 
efficiency in city officials must come with long service ordinarily, 
just as it is acquired by valuable men im business houses. The 
continuance of good men in office by reelection is what voters ought 
to insist upon. Frequent changes make for uncertainty and prove 
more of a hindrance than a help to civic upbuilding. The independent 
voter is, principally, the one who can prevent such constant up- 
heavals and also see that honesty and ability are the recognized 
badges of office. Partizanship no longer has a place, properly, as 
the controlling influence in municipal politics.

Under the existing system the applicant for admission to Har- 
vard is required to pass examinations similar to those of practically 
all the leading universities. It has long been held, and the faculty 
of Harvard has now given emphasis to the contention, that the 
system does not operate to bring out the “points” of greatest value, 
but, on the contrary, that it serves to place barriers in the way of
